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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a process, classified in class 427, subclass 553. 

II. Claims 8-20, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 118, subclass 52. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be performed using a different apparatus such 
as on that does not have an elongated panel with UV LED chips. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Thomas Tolpin on 5/1 1/2006 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group 1, claims 1-7. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
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Claims 8-20 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention.

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Reference character "56" in Figs. 3 and 4 is not defined in the specification. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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• The Cross Reference to Related Applications section of the specification 
found on page 1, lines 6-10 is missing the application number that was 
filed on Jan. 7, 2004. The examiner believes that the applicant meant for it 
to read "This application is a continuation in part of U.S. Application Serial 
No. 10/386,690 filed March 12, 2003 and of U.S. Application Serial No. 
10/339,264," since there is no reference to claiming any other related 
applications and because this application was filed on January 7, 2004. 

• Page of the specification states "liquid 32" which should read "liquid 38". 

7. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim reads "at 
the disk form a side" which seems to be a typographical error and should read "at the 
disk from a side". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al. (US 2004/001 1457 A1). 

Kobayashi et al. discloses a method for curing an UV curable adhesive on a disk 
(abstract, 0002) which includes the steps of causing relative rotational movement 
between an array of UV-LED chips mounted on panel and a disk containing the UV 
curable adhesive (abstract, 0023 and 0039) as required by claim 1. 
The disk is rotated relative to the fixed panel mounting an array of UV LED chips [0023, 
0062 and Fig. 1] as required by claim 2. The panel is rotated relative to the disk having 
the UV curable adhesive [0058] as required by claim 3. The UV LED chips can be in an 
offset staggered array on the panel [0041 , and 0074] as required by claim 4. 
Kobayashi et al. discloses positioning a second glass, plastic sheet or plate between the 
array and disk with the UV curable adhesive thereon [104 and Fig. 1] as required by 
claim 5. The array of UV-LED chips are arranged at the periphery of the disk for 
emitting UV light at the disk form a side of the disk [0084 and Fig. 1] as required by 
claim 6. As stated above, Kobayashi et al. uses a second glass, plastic sheet or plate 
between the UV-LED chips and the disk as required by claim 7.
